BAY CITY WESTERN LOSES TO S. H. S. BY A SINGLE POINT 

"Hunk" Stewart's accuracy at shots from the foul line were re- 
sponsible for the 17 to 16 victory of Saginaw over Bay City Western in 
a hard fought overtime game February 10 at the Saginaw gym. 

In the overtime period both teams had a chance to score from the 
foul line, as referee Huebner called a double foul on Schulz and 
Bement, opposing guards. Bay City tried first, and missed. Stewart 
then tried for Saginaw and neatly caged the ball. After that each 
team scored once so that Stewart's foul shot proved the deciding factor 
of the game. 

The game was one of the most exciting and hardest fought games 
of the season, the teams never being more than three points apart. 
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Playing a game better than had been before exhibited by them, Coach 
Cansfield's men deserved a victory but Bay City's ability--or was it 
luck--on long shots kept them in the running. All Bay City's points 
were made in field baskets, and all eight of them long shots, some of 
them more than half the length of the floor. Saginaw, on the other 
hand, played a fine passing game and kept the ball well up in Bay 
City's territory so that when baskets were made they were thrown 
from a convenient distance. We did not have to resort to long shots 
which are at best hazardous tries. 

The game produced another star for Saginaw in the person of 
Win Willis who went in in the middle of the first half. He caged three 
field baskets, all in the last, and one of them was the shot that decided 
things in the overtime. All three were made from close-ups and were 
thrown at the end of a bit of clever passing by Brown and Stewart. 

Starting at the last half with Bay City leading 6 to 5 and being 
put farther behind by a basket caged by Bay City, Saginaw started, 
and baskets by Brown and Willis put the home team ahead, 9 to 8. 
The play at this point was furious and a basket by Bement and a foul 
by Stewart tied the score, 10 to 10, with five minutes to play. Then 
Harris basket put Bay City ahead with three minutes to play. Brown 
and Stewart each scored from the field for Saginaw, but just before 
the final whistle Cansfield came across with a basket and tied the 
score. Stewart's foul point and a basket by Willis put usin a rather, 
safe position, but Faster scored a lucky long shot and gave us but a one 
point lead.

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SAGINAW REPEATS TURKEY DAY STUNT; SCORE 26-15 

Arthur Hill’s valley championship hopes were given a crushing 
blow on Saginaw high’s gym floor February 15 when they took the 
count to a tune of 26 to 15. 

The verdict was sealed before the end of the first half, our men 
outplaying the Hillites to a score of 15 to 4 and then holding them to 
even scoring in the last half when each team scored 11 points. The 
Ramsey lads were figuratively in the center of a ring which Coach 
Cansfield’s team ran around them throughout the first half. Notified 
at the last minute that Johnny DeBolt, on whom he had figured, was 
ineligible, Coach Cansfield sent Brown to center and mated Willis who 
had showed up so well in the Bay City Western game with Stewart at 
forward, and this combination proved to be about the most successful 
the coach has tried this year. 

Our men handled the ball cleaner and passed with greater pre- 
cision than the Hillite boys and veritably walked away with them in 
the first half. The reason for the closeness of the second half was not 
that Arthur Hill improved, but that Saginaw did not try so hard as in 
the first. It was merely human nature for the men to let down when 
they saw what an easy time they were going to have of it. The Hills’ 
guarding especially was off color, and several times one of our men 
would easily dribble past the last guard and have an easy try at 
basket. This was something that Arthur Hill could do at no stage of 
the game. 

Brown and Stewart were our bright lights, passing the ball with 
a speed and precision that made the Hillite men look like statues. 
The scoring honors were fairly evenly between Brown, Stewart and 
Willis, the Saginaw guards being kept quite well back. 

Arthur Hill was also guilty of considerable fouling, havng thir- 
teen personals called which resulted finally in the ejection of Grube 
and Dembinski in the last half. 

Coach Ramsey made several shifts in the hope of making a lucky 
combination, but it seemed that one line-up was as bad as another, 
due to the superiority that our men exhibited during the whole game. 

At no time were we in danger, and it is almost to be regretted, for 
there is no doubt that with a little more incentive for our men there 
would not have been enough left of the Arthur Hill team’s reputation 
as aspirants for the valley championship to warrant giving them 
further chance. 
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Playing one of the snappiest and scrappiest games of the season, 
Saginaw was forced to take defeat at the hands of Pontiac on the local 
floor, 26 to 7. 

The Pontiac team is one of those teams which a school gets to- 
gether about once in a generation, made up of big husky fellows, three 
of whom stood well over six feet tall, and the other two who were 
small in comparison to their teammates, were both bigger and huskier 
than Pete Brown, who is the biggest man on the Saginaw team. There 
was no disgrace attached to to getting beat by Pontiac, for they have 
been beaten but once this year, at Jackson by the narrow margin of 
16 to 15, and on a night when they were decidedly off form. They 
rank in basketball this year nearly as high as Saginaw ranked in foot- 
ball the past season. 

Our men fought hard all the game, and in the last half launched 
a fine offensive game and got all seven points in this half. Because of 
the advantage Pontiac had in height and weight, Saginaw was forced 
to put her all into the game, and did so, but size seems to have won the 
game for Pontiac. These boys played way up in the air, and we would 
have needed an aeroplane to stop their passes. 

Pontiac proved quite sloppy on the basket shooting, missing 
chance after chance for baskets, and Davis Bear at forward was so tall 
that he should have been able to stand on his tiptoes and drop the ball 
through the cage. : 

Saginaw played one of the best games it has put up this year, and 
there is no reason to feel ashamed of being beat by these giants. The
